Clafans For Pensions, 


Washington, Jan. 19.—A large num- 


ber of claims for pensions are being re- 
ceived liy the pension office as a re- 
suit of the Spanish war. Statistics pre 
pared by the bureau snow that the 
percentage o£ applications from vol- 
unteers is much larger than from reg- 
ulars. The battle of San Juan was se- 
lected by thfl bureau as a basis for 
calculation, as the greatest number of 
casualties occurred there. There were 
182 regulars killed. 1,087 wounded and 
60 missing. Claims for pension from 
the regular army number 2,962. At that 
battle 3-1 volunteers were killed, 177 
wounded and 45 missing. The claims 
for pensions from volunteers U'.nnber 
3,558. There were 23 regiments of reg- 
ulars anil three regular batteries en- 
gage'.! In this fight, as against, nine reg- 
iments of volunteers. One regiment 
lost none killed, wounded or missing, 
but has 419 claims for pensions.

Senator Harding Introduces Bills to 


Amend the Libel Laws. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 19.—A joint reso- 


lution providing for adjournment un- 
til Monday afternoon 
was adopted 


unanimously in the senate but was de- 
feated in the house. Owing to 
the 


absentees, the senate did not hold a 
long sesson. 


Senator Harding 
introduced 
two 


bills aimed at the evident injustice of 
the libel laws of the state and intend- 
ed to place the editor charged tvith 
offense 
of libel upon the same foot- 


ing with any other person' charged 
v/ith same. The proposed amendments 
provide that malice shall not be pre- 
sumed, but must be proven, that the 
defendant shall have the right to prove 
any mitigating circumstances, 
and 


that the character of the complainant 
is to be taken into account. The bills 
amend sections S2S. 5094 and 509ia. 


A resolution ridiculing the nun)her 


of employes in the senate was intro- 
duced by Senator Dunham. It proposed 
that the whole- fores of employes be 
divided into two brigades; that 
the 


rank of major general be 
conferred 


upon the sergeant-at-arms, who shall 
be cominander-in-ehief of said force, 
and that appropriate military rank be 


[erred upon all the other employ- 


es; provided, hoxvever, that none of

"Primary elections provided for in 


the bill shall be held under the super- 
vision of the board of elections or the 
deputy state supervisor of the board 
of elections or deputy state supervisor, 
and according to the provision of the 
Australian ballot law." 


Senator Cohen of Cincinnati intro- 


duced a bill relating to the returns of 
personal property for taxation.

provides that where omissions in the 
returns have been made inadvertently, 
and without intention to defraud, the 
additions shall be made without the 
50 per cent penalty being attached, as 
the present law stands.

that it is impossible to produce :in ex- 
plosion with it; by hard blows, and a 
further trial showed that it would not 
explode when lighted. The flame 'caus- 
ed it "merely to sizzle for a second, and 
the light went out. To explode ruarsiie 
it is necessary to use simultaneously 
the combined forces of percussion and 
concussion.

Years hav«; passed 
since the structure, was utilized ns a cen- 
tral place of worship by tho slaves from 
the distant -plantations, and yet to this 
day its fast (rumbling walls are jealously 
guarded by nu aged obi uinu, or native 
lorcerer. This old negro wields a strange 
inttcieucc over his countrymen for iniles 
around, says Jose d-r Olivaros in the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat, and

On the 
contrary, should he see fit to demaud it, 


their utmost penny wtmlil lie promptly 
brought and placed at his disposal, tior 
from motives of veiic-ratioo, but ol ab- 
ject fear, for to this crafty old individual 
is attributed the ability to bring abnnt all 
manner of tribulation upon sill who are 
so unfortunate as to incur his animosity. 
However, while by no means averse to 
extortion should occasion demand it, he 
is genera!!}' disposed to content himselt 
with the barest necessities of life. Stran- 
gers rarely venture to the remote haunts 
of this apod recluse, but the occasional 
traveler who chances that %vay must as- 
suredly gather a strange impression from 
the desolated tcrayle and its solitary, 
mysterious guardian. And to Bitch a way- 
farer as happens to speak the language 
of the island aud %vho has the fore- 
thought to deposit a few contavos in the 
withered hand of the magician the latter 
will invariably unfold this weirdest of 
stories concerning the place: 


In years long past the great -valleys on 


eithur side the- juoutitain rancc were own-

etl by tvro brothers, one of whom lived io 
tut* imJst of his vast canefields on the 
one hand uuJ the latter atnous his rich 
tobacco lauds ou the other. Aud, strange 
though it may seem, the brother in tho 
noith was at enmity vrith him who dwelt 
in the south, for, notwithstanding the 
former's great wealth, be continually en- 
vied the other his prosperity and posses- 
sions. At that time the temple on the 
iutervcniag mountain was a marvelous 
structure. Its tall, msssive walls \v«ro 
covered outside with bright green plaster, 
while at each of the corners arosse a 
square tower, likewise gres'ii without.-At 
the top of.csch of the four towers sat a 
great green image, each of which was 
gifted with the power of a special plague. 
The one to the south represented a land 
crab controlling the plasne of drought; 
that to the west a frog holding the fever 
plague: on the north nn eagle beKriug: the 
plague, of -war, and on the east a serpent 
fraught with the plague of sudden death.

Therefore, 
biding his chance, he approached the 
obi man and, first offering his tribute, 


after the manner .of the slaves about him, 
besought the sorcerer to send the plague 
of drought upon «il the tobacco lands 
to the southward. So prodigious a re- 
quest, however, was not to be accorded 
the same readiness of favor as a minor 
plea. Therefore the obi mau thought to 
put the applicant off .by', demanding-of 
him a fee such as no ordinary slave 
couid command. But much to his sur- 
prise the required amount was immedi- 
ately : forthcoming, -wherefore the. magi-, 
cian commanded the land crab, and the 
di'ought went forth as desired. 


-When the other brother beheld the 


great disaster that bad been visited upon 
his lands, he was sore distressed. More- 
over, the time speedily came when fam- 
ine brought his household face to face 
with want. 
Yet io the presence of his 


exigencies he marveled that his siaves 
suffered no ills, aud perceiving that they 
caine and weut at certain iiuervals he 
disguised himself, as had his brother, 
and followed them into the raouutaias.

therein the obi man was in the very act 
of calling upon the frog to send the fever 
plague into his household.

he fled in terror from the place, aud go- 
ing before the governor o£ the island 
revealed to him the secret of the fetish 
tem[j:e and the bauefu! eviis his brother 
was having brought upon him. So the 
governor sent forth his army to destroy 
the temple nnd to briag the offending 
brother to punishment. >. 
Tow, it so hap- 


pened that the nnny in entering the 
country passed through the persecuted 
brother's lands, upon hearing of which 
the evi! brother in the north exulted 
preritly, believing it the result of tho war 
plague which he had besought of the obi 
m;in to bring into his brother's posses- 
sions. And that very night he ug.iia set 
out for the temple that he might cause 
his brother to lie stricken with the final 
plague of death. Uut oven as he renohed 
the spot lie pi-rceivod Uis>t " £r?at «nv 
motion prevailed nfcout the feiiiple, for 
the governor's soldiers wore in the act of 
demolishing its walls. 
But as yet one 


tower ri'Jimir.ed, whereon sat the green 
serpent. 
And the obi .man. who had 


been tionnd by the soldiers, swing the 
brother from the north, npproach and at- 
tributing to the- latrers «>vil eye the dire 
misfortune that had come to pass, spoke 
his name to the serpent- And straight- 
way the last plague which the wicked 
conspirator had intended should fall upon 
his brother was visited upon himself, 
and he fell dead before the wrecked tem- 
ple. 
Moreover, declares the present aged 


guardian of the ruins, from that day tho 
virtue departed from the canefields in 
the valley to the north n:id entered the 
grent tobacco fields of the south, which 
even xwtil now are the richest in the 
island. 


UNIQUE BANQUETING. 


Over One Hnndred and Fifty Gnc«t» 


Entertained In n. BUr Wine Cajik. 
Over loO guests were recently enter- 


tained in a g-igantic wine cask at Nancy, 
France. The great tun, which is to be 
one of the sights of the Paris exposition, 
was made to the order of M. Fruehins- 
holz, a wealthy wine merchant. Its con- 
slructidn occupied the entire working 
time of 154 men for a whole year. It is 
twice the size of the famous tun in the 
cellar of the castle of Heidelberg, which 
is 30 feet long and 24 feet high and holds 
upward of 50,000 gallons. Some idea of 
the cizs of this tun at Nancy can be gath- 
ered when is is realized that covers were 
laid for 154 guests who had been invited 
to the feast. 


To reach the interior of the great cask 


the guests walked; up a shallow flight of 
stairs extending from a platform. 
At 


the bottom of tbe cask a floor had been 
laid, mid the interior looked very little 
different from the Interior of an ordinary 
building except for the curving formation

of the roof and sides. Tables w^re laid 
down the length of the floor, the big cask 
was electrically lighted, and the waiters 
were husily. moving among the tables get- 
ting everything in readiness for the 
gnests.

roof, snd the scene was certainly not 
lacking: in brightness when- the guests 
had all -assembled and ..the presiding 
chflirnMn of the occasion, ?••• Frnebins- 
holz, the host, made a little speech o£ 
Welcome, ending by inviting the guests to 
lose sight of their (juecr surroundings for 
the time heing nnd coBCentfate their at- 
tention on the viands. The dinner was 
an excellent one. Wine flowed freely, as 
it should do when a dinner party is given 
in a wine cask, and the odd'nature of the 
feast, kept every one in a continual flow 
of good,spirits.

FIRST AMERICAN PATENT. 


Granted at Boston In 164S and Call- 


ed a. Monopoly. 


To tbe general court o£ Massachu- 


setts belongs tbe honor o£ granting the 
first American patent. 
This was in 


1048 and was then designated as a 
monopoly. It was confined to the re- 
gion controlled by Massachusetts, and 
the one issue apparently included a!! 
the Invention-of the inventor connect- 
ed with engines that depended upon 
water for their motive power. 
The 


limit of the monopoly was 14 years, 
and tbe court not only retained power 
to forbid exportation, but to prevent 
exorbitant charges upon the public for 
their use. 


The patent was issued in this form: 


"JEXKES MONOPOIA'E. 


"At a general! Courte at Boston the 


Cth of the 3tb Mo 164S. The cor't cou- 
sid'inge ye'necessity of raising sncb 
manufactures of caging of rails to go by 
water for speedj- dispatch of much 
works Tvith few hands, and being suffi- 
ciently informed of ye ability of ye pe- 
tition to peforme such work'es grant 
his petition (yet 110 Othr per sen shall 
set up or use any such new invention, 
or trade for 14 yeares wthout ye li- 
cense of him the said Joseph Jenlces) 
so farr as concernes any such new in- 
vention, & so it shall bo ahvayes in ye 
powr of tliis co'te to restrain ye ex- 
portation Of such manufactures & ye 
prizes of thorn to moderation if occa- 
sion so require." 


This inventor. Joseph Jenkes, or 


Jcnks, as it would now be Spelled, 
came from 
Hammersmith, England, 


settled In-Lynn in 1G43 and died ic 
IGSS-S:!, aged 81. He was a black- 
smith and machinist, made the dies 
for the coining of the. "Pine Tree" 
money and built the first fire engine in 
this country, altogether a man o£ great- 
inventive genius and the ancestor o£ a 
large number of descendants. One o£ 
his sons removed to Illiode Island, 
where he built several mills.—Boston 
Transcript.

An Act of Bravery. 


'A fresh story of a naval officer's 


courage in the Philippines. is brought 
to Washington by Surgeon Stone, late 
o£ the Bennington, -who is now in the 
city, says the Washington Star. 
Its 


hero is Lieut. Emory Winship, also of 
the Bennington.. and now on leave in 
this country,recovering from the effects 
of five Mauser bullets gathered in vari- 
ous parts of his anatomy "While saving 
a loading party of'125 men from being 
cut up by a regiment of Filipinos. Win- 
ship's exploit dates bacjv to last March, 
but it is characterized by those wao 
saw it a? tic equal of anything done 
by Ensign Davis of the Helena, who 
took a machine gun ashore early in 
February and fought with the land 
forces in the 'battle of Caloocan and 
•the vicinity. It will 'be remembered 
that Ensign Davis and his gua played 
an important part in capturing half a 
dozen Filipino positions, and that he 
•was subsequently advanced ten num- 
bers in his grade on recommendations 
of Gens. Otis and AlacArthur and of 
Admiral Dewcy. Winship has *een ad- 
vanced from assistant engineer to lieu- 
tenant, and at last accounts had got 
rid of all but two cf his Mauser sou- 
veairs. 
It happened shortly after the 


bombardment of Malalon, about March 
5,t.hat Admiral Dewey expressed a wish 
for some photographs of the earth- 
works and houses that had been struck 
by the ten-inch shells from the Jlon- 
adnock. Commander Tausig said that 
if he were allowed to land a. few boat- 
loads of men he could get all the pho- 
tographs wanted. 
It was believed at 


that time that the hostiles had all va- 
cated that part of the shore, so permis- 
sion was given to land a party. Sev- 
eral boats with between 125 and ISO 
men. started ashore and on landing 
made for an old church which was the 
chief object of interest 
A false idea 


of security led -them to advance very 
carelessly, throwing out no advance 
and taking 
nothing hut their side 


arms. Only a boat guard of two men 
under -Wins-hip was left to keep up 
steam in the launch which had towed 
in the lan-diog party, but - fortunately 
the launch had a small automatic gun 
mounted forward and 
Winship was 


well acquainted with its working. The 
landing party had gone inland some 
little distance, when they were sur- 
prised by a whole regiment, of Fili- 
pinos, who suddenly appeared, out of 
the jungle. 
The-natives advanced on. 


the run, shooting wild, bat confident 
of cutting offl the whole party. Those 
ashore expected little else, but seeing it 
was a case of a foot race or a funeral, 
they doubled hack for the boats, yell- 
ing lustily. 
That was where Winship 


came on in a star part. 
He unliiK- 


bered his machine gun on the Filipi- 
nos, calculating closely, so as not to 
enfilade his own comrades. 
It was 


practically one man against a thoa» 
sand and the natives came on with a 
rush, hoping to put the lone gunner 
out of action before his fellows could 
reach the launch. 
"Winship received 


the 'bulk of their fire, thereby also con- 
tributing -to the safety of the landing 
party, and he stood up to his work. He 
was struck 
.five 'times—once in the 


shoulder, the arm, the hip and twice 
in the leg. ' H.6 traced himself and 
continued to train the; gun while his 
men fed it ammunition. Thirty FU- 
ipiaos dropped under his fire before 
the little jungle men decided they had 
enough. Their* rush '. was checked and 
then tieyT ran,, pursued by the relent- 
less flre of Wlnship's lone gun. 
The 


retreating boat crews reached 
the 


shore just in time to see Winship sink 
down in the bow of the launch. The 
closest estimate that could be made 
OT tuS eaeiaj'a loss was about sisty 
killed and wounded. 
Commander 


Tausig said that but for Winship the 
entire landing party would have been 
rut off- 
The young assistant engineer 


WRS taken back to the BennSagton, 
where he was patched up temporarily 
and subsequently seut back to Wash- 
ItwriQU. wtere Jw passed his examina- 


for promotion with two Mauser- 


•bullets still in bin:.
